STEAMBOAT YARNS. 


How an Old Pilot Cleaned Out a Crowd in 
Short Order. 


The St. Louis Pilots’ Association ig one of

one of the large buildings facing on Fourth 
street, and it is here they spend their time 
when their boats are in port. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter dropped in there 
a few days ago and was just im time to hear 
the wind-up of some steamboat racing yarns. 

Jou talk about short dashes in racing. 
said one of the oldest members, whp has 
been a star gazer’’ before and after the 
war. ‘‘The greatest river race track on 
earth is the twelve-mile stretch from Evans- 
ville to Henderson on the Ohio River. The 
distance is exactly twelve miles, and there 
has been more racing there than on any pert of 
the Western rivers. I remember when the 
James Guthrie, better known as the ‘Dandy 
Jim,’ first came out. She was pushed and 
crowded until people began to think she was 
fast and told the officers of the old side- 
wheel Idlewild that the Dandy Jim would do 
them up sure. Well, the Idlewild had never 
yet answered any boat’s whistle to pass her 
inarace,so they began to put her ‘in 
form.’ Theclimax came at last and the 
‘Dandy Jim’ was actually waiting for the 
Idlewild to pulloat, when they expected to 
jump out after her and pass her. Somebody 
told Capt. Howard about it andina very 
short space of time he found a few barrels of 
resin and had them rolled into the coal box 
and then rang the bell to leave. Well, they 
both let go their lines at the tap of the 
Ielewild's bell and slowly backed out into the 
river, while the three or four thousand peo- 
ple on the wharf cheered and yelled them- 
selves hoarse. They* both started their 
engines at the same time with the Dandy 
Jim about half a length in the lead. I walked 
down on deck, being off watch, and gazed 
into the coal box, and the way the flreman 
was shoveling in coal and resin made me 
think of my life insurance. In four minutes 
we were round the point and fairly flying. 
but as yet the 7 tty had not gained an inch 
on her rival.

FOUR DOOMED MEN. 


Awaiting the Fatal Shock of the Elec- 
tric Death Machine, 


THE MURDERERS CONDEMNED TO DIE 
AT SING SING. 


A Desperado Avoids Capture by Commit- 
ting Suicide—Frenchy’s Sentence—Bold 
Robbers—Youthful Highwaymen in 
New York—Indians Execute a China- 
man—A Day’s Record of Crimes. 


New Tonk, July 4.—The gray walls of Sing 
Sing Penitentiary at present hide four men 
from the world who are looking forward to a 
terrible fate made more terrible by the 
agency that is to be employed in killing 
them. Intheir behalf stay after stay has 
been granted, every method known to astute 
lawyers has been exhausted, but so far with- 
out avail, and yesterday was the last Court 
day before the day on which tlie execution 
may take place. An expectant group had 
gathered in the office of Warden Brown, 
awaiting the arrival of some messages which 
would lengthen the life of one of the con- 
Gemned murderers. But hour after hour 
passed without a sign to show that men were 
still laboring for the prisoners and when 
night fell it looked as if Shihiok Jugiro, 
Horace A. Smiler, James J. Slocum and 
Joseph Wood would never pass the gates of 
their great cage, exceptas dead men bound 
for the prison cemetery on the brow of the 
hill, to be buried in quicklime. The approach 
of the week for the execution of the four men 
has not apparently made much difference in 
the quiet tone of Sing Sing, except that 
strangers are regarded with a certain amount 
of curiosity. and the prison itself lies as silent 
and still as usual, though it seems to have 
acquired an added grimness. 

AWAITING THE FATAL HOUR. 

The prisoners seem resigned though it is 
propable they still expect tobe saved. One 
of the assistants of the Rev. Father Creger 
seemed doubtful as to whether the two pris- 
oners to whom the Catholic priests minister, 
Smiler and Wood, were really penitent. As 
to Jugiro, the Japanese, he is described by 
all as vileand animal-like, though not lack- 
ing intelligence enough to understand the 
nature of hiscrime. Contrary tothe appear- 
ance of most of his countrymen he is a large 
man and said to be ot fine proportions. He 
is over six feet high and weighs 197 pounds. 
He isa great cigarette smoker and the other 
men have also acauired the habit. 

The preparations for the final act are all 
complete, to the coffins and the barrel of 
quicklime. The electric chair is ready and 
has been carefully tested. The result of the 
trial was satisfactory. It is a great improve- 
ment on the Auburn machine, and Warden 
Brown fears no hitch in the arrangements’ 
That the duty is repugnant to him is natural, 
but he has made up his mind to a it-with- 


@ut Wasting words over it, and probably he 


will.not delay the execution for any reason 
except a legal one. He is strict in his dis- 
cipline and has firmly determined not to 
tell any unauthorized person anything about 
the details ofthe affair. The invitations to 
the experts and others authorized have been 
issued and the Warden said to a reporter yes- 
terday that he had been careful not to invite 
any one who was at all interested in having 
the story ofthe happenings in the cham- 
ber of death published. 
THE ORDER OF EXECUTION. 

In what order the men will be killed is not 
known. It is possible that the Warden him- 
self has not settled on it, and whether they 
will die in quick succession on the same day, 
or whether a day will intervene between 
each execution, cannot be told. It, however, 
seems that, unless unforeseen accidents oc- 
cur, and providing all efforts of the mur- 
derers’ lawyers are in vain, at least one, and 
perhaps two, will die early on Monday morn- 
ing. Warden Brown yesterday took a re- 
porter through part of the prison, and then 
suddenly led him intothe southern wing of 
the building. It wasa startling change from 
gray walls to a perfect gem of warm, re- 
fined color. For here the Warden has ar- 

an exquisite little home for himself 
and his children, andit is hard to imagine 
thatthe pretty rooms, with their graceful 
furniture filled with bric a-brac and pictures 
are inside a prison building, and especially 
when one looks from the numerous windows, 
half hidden with ivy, and sees the well-kept 
gardens with the Hudson River beyond. 


A DESPERADO’S DEED. 


THE CAPTURE OF AN ASSASSIN PREVENTED BY 
HIS SUICIDE, 

CoLumBts, Ind., July 4.—George Rosterock 
of Hope was called from his house last night 
and shot three times by Bill Bullard, a tough 
character. One ball entered Rosterock’s 
mouth, another shattered his rightarm and 
the third his leftleg. At S a. m. to-day of- 
ficers came upon Bullard not far 
from the scene of the murder. He swore 
he would not be captured alive, and kept 
the officers at bay with two revolvers. 
George Hufmaster, one of the deputies, 
finally made an effortto shootthe desperate 
man, but he received a dangerous wound in 
thethigh. Bullard saw he would de taken, 
and with a curse on his lips he turned one of 
his revolverson his breast and fired. The 
ball penetrated the lung and death came in- 
stantly.

PENSION REFORM. 


A Society of Veteran Soldiers Will En- 
gage in the Work. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 4.—A_ society 
com posed exclusively of the veterans of the 
‘War of the Rebellion, whose purpose it is to 
reform existing abuses in the pension law, 
is one of the probabilities of the near future. 
It is proposed to found this soctety in Wash 
ington, with branches in every locality 
throughout the country where a consider- 
able number of old soldiers reside. The 
pioneer in the work, the Peter the Hermit of 
the new crusade, is Mr. Allen Foote, at 
present employed as special agent of the 
United states Census Office. Mr. Foote is a 
veteran soldier of the late war. He entered 
the army asa private in the Third Michigan 
Infantry in June, 1861. He remained in the 
service until the surrender at Ap- 
pomattox. He is an intelligent 
stadent of political economy and has 
given much thought to the pension legisla- 
tion of the past decade. He believes it is in 
the main wrong. He believes that one-third 
of those who receive the benefit of the law 
are not entitled to it. Another third, if en- 
titled to it, do not need it, while the remain- 
ing third—those who are helpless and inca- 
pacitated for work—oughtjto receive far more 
than they do. He argues from this that two- 
thirds of the pensioners ought to be stricken 
from the list by congressional enactment. 
Such a proceeding would reduce the annual 
pension appropriation from $140,000,000 to 
$5 ,000 ,009.

GUESTS AT PORT VICTORIA, 


Preparations at Windsor Castle—Changes 
Made in the Published Programme—A 
War Cloud in the Balkans—Jews in 
Palestine— The Sultan’s Determina- 
tion—Foreign News, 


LONDON, July #—Emperor William has ar- 
rived in England. Previous to the arrival of 
the imperiai yacht Hohoensollern, the Prince 
of Wales and his eldest son, the Duke of 
Clarence and Avondale, both in the finiform 
of Prussian Hussars; the Duke of Edinburg 
in the uniform of a Prussian General; the 
Duke of Connaught in the uniform of a Col- 
onel of German Hussars and others mem- 
bers of the royal family gathered 
on the pier at Port Victoria to await the ar- 
rival of the imperial visitors. The Duke of 
Portland, Master of the Horse, was in charge 
of the arrangements made for the reception 
of the Emperor. Also present on the pier was 
the German Ambassador, Count Von Halse- 
feldt, the British Ambassador at Berlin. Sir 
Edward Mallet dnd Admiral sir John Comme- 
rel, Sir John McNeill and Col. Carrington, the 
three last named being specially attached to 
the Emperor during his stay in England. 

The Hohenzollern was sighted about noon. 
She was escorted by the Princess Wilhelm 
and other German war vessels. When the 
German yacht and her escort were abreast of 
the first of the British war vessels, the latter 
thundered forth an ear-splitting salute from 
their guns. 

The German Emperor was first descried 
upon the bridge of the imperial yacht. He 
wore the uniform of a British Admiral and 
was accompanied bya staff sparkling with 
gold lace and decorations. Upon landing 
the Emperor kissed the Prince of Wales, and 
after lunching on board the Hohenzollern 
the royal party started for Windsor. The 
greeting between the Prince >f Wales and the 
Kaiser was carefully noticed, and it appeared 
to be of the most cordialcharacter. Windsor 
is aglow of enthusiasm over the expected 
arrival of the Kaiser, and elaborate prepara- 
tions have been made both in the palice and 
in the town. 

The programme for the entertainment of 
the German Emperor is still as far from being 
settied as it ever was, and the officials are at 
sea. It was arranged to have a review of 
22,000 volunteers at Wimbledon and now it Is 
learned that His Majesty has said that he did 
not want to see a lot of tradesmen disguised 
as soldiers. This will create no little feeling, 
as the 2.000 ůmen had all been enrolled and 
haG made their preparations. 

The various political complications hover- 
ing along the horizon are making the Govern- 
ment feel uneasy. 


SEEKING NEW FIELDS. 


THE STANDARD OIL CO. WILL CONTROL THE 
GERMAN MARKET. 

BERLIN, July 4.—The leading coal oil opera- 
tors of Germany are under the growing im- 
pression that before long the Standard Oil 
Co. will absorb the entire business in Ger- 
many in spite of all efforts made to resist. 
Nearly all the big importing houses have 
been absorbed. Severalof the leading Ger- 
man oil men assert that as soon as the 
Standard Co. and the Rothschilds come to 
terms the American company will have the 
market under control. 

Louis Levisohn, the biggest of] merchant 
in Berlin, says: ‘‘The Government can do 
nothing. It cannot establish a protective 
tariff, because there is nothing to protect. 
An additional duty would only injure the 
poor consumer. 

The opinions of Mr. Levisohn are generally 
concurred in here. 


JEWS IN PALESTINE. 


THE SULTAN OPPOSED TO THEIR SETTLEMENT 
THERE—AUSTRIAN PROTECTION. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 4.—The Sultan has 
resolved that no Jews shall be permitted to 
settle in Palestine outside of Jerusalem, ex 
cept those who are already there. The 
Greeks in Jerusalem are showing a strongly 
hostile feeling toward the Jews and several 
encounters have recently taken place, the 
matter being prompted by the presence of a 
suspected Jew within the sacred precincts of 
the Holy Sepulchre. At present there seems 
to be no opportunity whatever for the settle- 
ment of Jews in Palestine, and many of those 
already there are in a wretched condition, 
without resources and apparently liable to 
perish of want and privation. 

The Kaiser of Austria has given the Jews an 
assurance of his protection on the same terms 
as the members of any other creed. The Jews 
are showing their gratitade by offering to the 
Austrian government any assist- 
ance of which it may at any time be in need.

THE BATTLE AT HUASO. 

LONDON, July 4.—The Lisbon correspondent 
of the Times says a dispatch has been received 
there from Chili which declares that Balma- 
ceda’s troops at Huasco offered practically 
no resistance and fied in complete 

They retreated toward Val- 
ten leagues in the interior. 

As the road between Santiago 
Vallenar is bad the Congressionalists will 
probably remain at Huasco, which is the key 
to the whole district. If Vallenar is also oc- 
cupfed by the Congressionalists Balmaceda 
will be obliged to retire tothe South, as to 
the north the troops would be lost iu the wa- 
terless Atacema Desert. Itis probable that 
the Congressionalists fear a land attack at 
Lazerina while the feet attacks Cernuambo. 


THE CAHENSSEY SCHEME. 

ROME, July 4.—The comments of the Ameri- 
can press onthe Cahensley scheme of Na- 
tional Bishops, etc., in America made a pro- 
found impression on the Vatican. The Pope 
had several prolonged conferences with Car- 
dinals Ramfolla and Simeoni in regard to the 
matter before coming to the decision already 
noten in these dispatches, not to adopt or 
approve the scheme. 


GLADSTONE’S GRIEF. 


Death of the Eldest Son of the Great In- 
glish Statesman. 

Lonpon, July 4.—Mr. Wm. Henry Gladstone 
oldest son of the Rt. Hon. Wm. Ewart Giad- 
stone, the great English ‘statesman, died this 
morning. The deceased was born at Ha- 
warden, Flintshire, in 1840, was educated at 
Christ Church, Oxford, entered Parliment in 
1865, representing Chester, sat for Whitby 
from 1868 to 1880 and subsequently represented 
East Worcestershire. The late Mr. Glad- 
stone was a Lord of the Treasury from 1869 
to 1874 and wasa Deputy Lieutenant and 
Justice of the Peace for Flintshire at the 
time of his death. Of recent years Mr. W. H. 
Gladstone had lived practically in retire- 
ment. 

For some time past he had been suffering 
from brain disease and from paralysis of the 
right side. The physician who was in at- 
tendance upon him performed an operation 
on Thursday last upon his patient. The 
physician, as a result of the operation, ro- 
mgved a tumor which had been pressing up- 
onthe brain. The patient, however, sank 
rapidly after the tumor had been removed. 
Mrs. Gladstone, Miss Gladstone and the de- 
ceased’s two brothers, Herbert and Stephen, 
were present at his death, which occurred at 
the residence of Lord Blantyre, his 
wife’s father, 41 Berkeley Square. 

By order of the Postmaster-General, the 
telegraph office was kept open throughont 
the entire night and telegrams were con- 
stantly passing to and fro between Mr. Glad 
stone and those of his family who were 
watching by the side of his sons death bed. 
Early in the evening telegrams from Mrs. 
Gladstone and her children arrived at Lowes- 
toft couched in despondent language and at 
midnight their tone left no doubt that death 
would not be far behind the  ris- 
ing sun. At 8 o’clock Mr. Gliad- 
stone, sick in body and sore at 
heart, boarded the train at the little Lowes 
toft station and proceeded to London. Early 
as was the hour, many of his neighbors, who 
had heard of his sorrowful journey, were 
present at the station to mark their respect- 
fulsympathy with the old Commoner. “As 
the train moved outin its way to London, 
these people uncovered their heads and 80 
remained untfl the last carriage had disap- 
peared. Although the train was run by 
special telegraph orders, which justifiéd a 
high rate of speed, Mr. Gladstone arrived at 
Lord Blantyre’s residence only tofind that 
death had anticipated human love and 
human effort. 

The scene which followed the meeting of 
Mr. Gladstone and his wife and children was 
more than affecting. The griefof the father 
was so terrible that his friends are seriously 
anxious for the consequences which may fol- 
low to one so advanced in years and feeble in 
health as Mr. Gladstone. Already from Eng- 
land, Ireland and Scotland telegrams of con- 
dolence are pouring in upon the afflicted 
family. 

GWILYM GWENT.

Eagle Have Their Innings. 


FOURTH OF JULY COMES IN EARLY TO 
STAY LATE. 


A General Observance Logally That Breaks 
All Records—Crush of Excursionists at 
the Union Depot--Events and Features 
of the Celebration—To-Night’s Fire- 
Works—Record of Accidente. 


Life, liberty and the pursuit ot happiness 
were the things insisted upon as natural 
human rights in the Declaration of de- 
pendence, and they appropriately form the 
vital element of every Fourth of July cele- 
bration, to-day included. The first of the 
three is an indispensable feature of the 
Fourth as a matter of course, the second is 
the thing we celebrate, and the thifd is an 
incidental but highly important phase of the 
celebration. 

The Glorious Fourth’’ has also three other 
elements in its composition that prevent its 
being mistaken for any other holiday in the 
world. The first is frecrackers and gunpow- 
der by the magazine fuli, the second is the 
American flag, with a flourish and flutter in 
its folds that it never seems to have any other 
time, and the third is the patriotic brass 
band, that refuses to blow anything except 
the stirring old airs that touched up the colo- 
bial spirits of our forefathers when the 
Fourth was being made a reason 
for a nation’s rejoicing. The Fourth 
also has the burnt fingered small boy and 
the ‘‘Coiumbian’’ orator as its own, but 
they areto be classed under the general 
heads of gunpowder and patriotism, already 
mentioned. 

The atmosphere andthe landscape ts alive 
with all the features of the Fourth to-day. 
They have been breaking out, as a matter of 
fact, for several days past in spots, but to- 
day they are all concentrated in one grand 
stupendous fizz and crackle and boom 
of fireworks, and flutter and fare 
of national colors, and blast and 
Diare of national air, around which all the 
other people of the habitable globe ought to 
standin envious amaze, and above which the 
American eagle floats in the blue empyrean 
with exactly forty-four tall-feathers fully 
developed to date, and several more 
sprouting. The great beauty of the Fourth 
of July is that every successive year brings 
new reasons and better excuse for its cele- 
bration. It isa cumulative holiday, and has 
been rolling up reserves of justifiable enthu- 
siasm right along ever since the year 1776, with 
no other prospect than that of growing and 
developing, until the prophetic eye of the 
true American sees in the future a most 
illimitable expanse of bigger and bigger 
Fourths awaiting his fortunate posterity. 
There is no saying but what the time will 
come when the Fourth of July will be a grand 
International World’s Fair sort of holiday, 
with every nation under the sun celebrating 
it, anda whole world full of fire-crackers 
going off at once. 

Under these circumstances, and with the 
evidences of sight and hearing to suppert the 
assertion, it is well to state that to-day is the 
Fourth of July, and that, incidentally, ‘‘to 
be an American is nobler than a King. 

AT THE UNION DEPOT. 

a Unless all signs fall, St. Louis ie more pa- 
; triotic to-day than ever before in its bistory. 
Never hasthere been seen such a general 
observance of the Fourth as was apparent in 
process of commencement this morning, and 
as is in fullswing now. At the Union Depot 
the fact was demonstrated this morning by 
acrush of holiday travelers that broke 
all previous records, and made 
that place a scene of crowded activity from 7 
o’clock a. m. until high noon. The crush, 
Indeed, began last night, when the following 
array of special excursion trains carried the 
celebrants of the Fourth to the various 
points selected as the scene of their celebra 
tions: Chicago & Alton, 17 coaches; Wabash, 
10; Vandalia, 9; St. Louis & Keokuk, 6; Mis- 
souril Pacific, 10; 6. & M., 10; Frisco, 9. 
That was only the beginning of the march 
of local patriots, however, and to-day 
the Union Depot train register showed a 
record of Fourth of July trains that could 
have mobilizedanarmy.

These trains were crowded until the ex- 
cursionists stood two deep inthe aisles, and 
nearly every train that went out 
was drawn by an engine decorated 
with national flags and bunting that 
fully explained the cause of the crowding. 
The thousands of people swarming into the 
Union Depot had ample choice of places at 
which to spent the national holiday. There 
were excursions to Belleville, Highland, 
Collinsville and Sst. Jacobs, III., to Creve- 
Cur Lake, to Barthold’s Grove, and to 
numberless other points within easy reach of 
St. Louis.

Three detectives were also on duty all fore- 
noon and circulated through the crowds on 
the platforms and around the ticket windows 
on the lookout for ‘‘crooks’’ who should take

It’s 
more like Big Thursday of Fair week, except 
that the crowd is harder to handle because 
they have all got to buy their tickets and find 
their trains.’’ 

It was not until noon that the crowd 
thinned out and*the Union Depot assumed 
something of a quiet aspect.

It is probable that the 
display at night, as a whole, will 
surpass anything ever seen before 
in that line in St. Louis. The 
dealers in fireworks this year surpassed 
themselves in their efforts to supply novel- 
ties and the result wili become apparent to- 
night. A mention in the possibilities in that 
line will be found interesting as a foretaste 
of what the shades of darkness will reveal. 
NOVELTIES IN FIREWORKS. 

In the ordinary line of fireworks new shapes 
and designs have been given this year toa 
large Mst of pieces, embracing the original 
functions of the roman candle, rockets and 
bombsbelis. In the old-time pinwheel, too, 
several improvements, new arrangements, 
and enlargements have been effected, 
until one would hardly recognize 
it as the same old thing in a new dress. 
At $% there is what is known as the double 
radiator,’’ a wheel on which are fastened six 
large cases filled with fire balls and color ef- 
fects, which last for fully ten minutes. Occa- 
sionally there comes an explosion, when a 
myriad of stars shoot from the rapidly-re- 
volving wheel. Besides this there are ‘‘square 
wheels, triangular wheels,’’ ‘‘vertical 
wheels, and a dozen othe? kinds of wheels, 
all of which give out a different exhibition. 

Among the new candies is one that throws 
up a great shower of silver stars which, as 
they ascend, leave behind them a great trail 
of minor stars of every color of the rainbow. 

The ‘‘national’’ candle is a unique arrange - 
ment which throws out red, white and blue 
stars with such rapidity that the air seems 
filled with the national colors. A cheap but 
very fine article is the devil among the tall- 
ors.’’ What there is about this piece to sug- 
gest such a name no one but a fre- 
works expert can tell. It is a form of 
the old-time fountain’’ and is placed 
on the ground when ready to fire. 
The display begins with an illumination 
in colors, which is followed by a streaming 
flame of colored fires. Out of this there sud- 
denly springs a shower of brilliant stars, 
which explode with a loud sound as they sail 
upward, giving out a cluster of small fire balls 
ofevery hue. Finally, thereis a grand ex- 
plosion and a cluster of flaming drag- 
ons is expelled nearly a hundred feet into the 
air, where they hang suspended for some 
moments before finally fading out into the 
night. The average cost of those pieces is $2, 
though a number of manufacturers turn outa 
higher-priced article, which makes more 
noise and show in proportion. 

Rockets are made of a size for this year’s 
celebration that was practically unknown be- 
fore, except at regular fireworks exhibitions 
where an admission fee was charged. No 
one thought of placing them on the general 
market, as it was generally con- 
sidered that the average citizen would 
find them both too expensive and too 
dangerous to shoot off at his front gate. But 
the eagerness with which they have been 
shapped up shows that this impression was 
entirely erroneous. The largest of 
these rockets is the four pound va- 
riety, which sells at from $9 to $10 
apiece. One of the best, which costs $10, 
throws out an immense spray of colored fire- 
balls and stars, which hang stationary in 
midair for some minutes. Just at the point 
where the light in these stars seems to be dy- 
ing out there is a second explosion, followea 
by a brilliant shower of meteors, which shoot 
out in every direction before being swallowed 
up by the darkness. 

Another rocket gives out a collection of ani- 
mals at a distance of 400 feet above the 
ground, beside which Noah’s collection was 
a very tame affair. The giant of the new 
rocket tribe costs $12 and contains a six- 
pound charge. It shoots straight up 
into the air for a distance of 600 feet, 
when it releases with a loud explosion 
seven large illuminated balloons. To each of 
these balloons there is attached a collection 
of different-colored stars. They are of 
changing hues, turning from a deep red toa 
brilliant green, and then to a bright blue. 
The effect is, of course, very pretty, even 
though the entire show only lasts a few 
minutes, 

Among the things in this assortment there 
are twelve large colored roman candies, 
twelve exhibition candles which throw out a 
cascade of flowers, twelve rockets ofall col- 
ors, six large rockets which float in the air 
for some minutes after reaching their highest 
altitude, eight large set pieces and revolving 
wheels, six flower pots, severai cans of red 
and green fire anda large exhibition piece of 
any desired kind. 


BUSINESS GENERALLY SUSPENDED. 

There was but little public or general busi- 
ness transacted to-day,the observance of the 
Fourth being almost complete in that re- 
spect. All public buildings and offices 
closed; the Post-office closed after 10 
o’clock a. m., there being but one 
morning delivery and an evening and mia- 
night collection. The Merchants’ Exchange 
had no session to-day and but four mercan- 
tile houses kept open save for an hour in the 
forenoon. The down town portions of the 
city were exceedingly quiet from a business 
standpoint in consequence, and the 
small boy, the firecracker and 
the torpedo reigned supreme. 
Third street was nearly entirely deserted 
this morning. Noattempt was made to hold 
a Curb, the brokers’ offices were nearly uni- 
versally deserted, the banks were closed and 
no business was transacted. After 11 o’clock 
the street presented a regular Sunday ap- 
pearance, and there was no sign of life in 
any direction Independence Day has seldom 
been so universally observed in financial 
circles as was the case to-day. 


RIVER EXCURSIONS. 

The river front to-day looked likea picnic 
grounds, As early as 7 o’clock people com- 
meneed arriving at the boats in droves. They 
came singly, in couplesand in parties with 
well-filled baskets that showed there would 
be no one gohungry. A close estimate puts 
the number at 9,000 people who have taken 
passage on St. Louis boats inside of the past 
twenty-four hours. 

“The fine steamer Pittsburg left last night in 
the Diamond Jo Line for St. Paul with the 
banner passenger trip of the season in that 
line. She had 1% passengers who will spend 
their Fourth of July on a steamboat. 

The Bald Eagle took a cabin full of people 
to Olarksville. She will return to-morrow 
morning. 

The Idlewild left on time for Cape Girardeau 
with all the round trip passengers she could 
handle. She had about 180 people on board. 
She will run an excursion to-day from Cape 
Girardeau to Paducah and will arrive here on 
her return Monday morning. 

The Oherokes, for Memphis, took out 
about fifty round trip people who will spend 
a week on the Mississippi River with plenty 
of music and good weather.

The Dispensary physicians were prepared 
for the unfortunate patriots to-day, but up 
to thi8 afternoon the call upon their services 
was so light that they had to shoot off a few 
firecrackers themseives to make the day in- 
teresting. They expect, however, to have 
plenty to do this evening. The Mayor’s 
proclamation probably had the effect of 
causing less gunpowder to be used in the 
daytime than is usual on the Fourth, but un- 
der the cover of darkness the small boy will 
feel less restraint. 

A BOY AED HIS CANNOEN. 

Gus Warrow, a boy 15 years of age, living 
at 1726 Minnesota avenue, was shooting his 
little cannon in front of his house 
this morning, and carried under his 
arm a half pound of cannon powder 
inacan. In some way a spark of fire got 
into the can and Gussie was picked up out of 
the street for dead after the smoke Diew 
away.

FORMER LEGISLATION.

protested against wasting time on such an 
unimportant question, and determined, act- 
ing on the advice of Capt. Sam OC. Reid of the 
prig General Armstrong fame, to fix the 
stripes at thirteen, to represent the thirteen 
original Colonies and States, and to puta 
star forevery State in the ‘*‘union’’ of the 
flag; adding star after staron Independence 
Day as State after State should be added. 

HISTORY OF THE FLAG. 

Fractly how the flag of the Union origi- 
nated isa subject on which there is singu- 
larly little information. 

All sorts of flags were carried by the Conti - 
nentals—State flags, company flags, the 
rattlesnake (Don't tread on me. and even 
“Unite or die’’ in some instances), the pine 
tree fag being used by the naval com- 
manders. But the regulation flag, so far as 
there was one, seems to have been one of red 
and white stripes, with a cross or twoof red 
and white in the union.“ Finally, the idea 
of combining the stars and stripes was 
evolved. 

The first legislation in Congress in June, 

, appears without explanation. There 
should de a national flag of thirteen white 
stars in a blue feld, and thirteen stripes, red 

i white, alternately—and that is all. The 
— if any, cannot be found, nor is there 
any reportor memorandum giving any rea- 
son for the action so boldly set forth.

The former of these has always been a feat- 
ure of American patriotism and it is not 
likely that the day will ever be any less 
trying to nervous people who are unable to 
participate in the pleasures of pure noise.

| The virtue of noise as a stimulant to patri- 


otism has been thoroughly demonstrated 
during niore than one hundred years of 
national existence, and it is not likely that 
the explosions will grow any less violent 
or exasperating. Noise has a prescriptive 
title to the forbearance if not the respect 
of all good Americans. And the American 
people, now said to be the most conserv- 
ative on earth, will not permit the abate- 
ment ofa nuisance having four genera- 
tions of boys behind it. 

It is not so easy, however, to account for 
the pessimism. The scream of the eagle is 
drowned in the croaking of the raven and 
Fourth of July orations have given place to 
Fourth of July reflections. At first flush 
itis all the more unaccountable, because 
according to the best authorities we are 
full of strength and boisterous health. 
The American citizen is proud of his 
strength and just as sure that he can ‘ ‘lick 
all creation’’ as he was in his boastful 
days before he took to reflection. He is 
likewise sure that in the production of 
wealth no other can equal him and that 
the natural resources of the country are 
inexhaustible. And yet in spite of all this 
prosperity Fourth of July addresses are 
often colored with melancholy forebodings. 

It has been shrewdly observed that pes- 
simism is agreeable to self-satisfied well- 
to-do people who are sure of their dinners. 
No one is so quick to see the faults of 
othersashe who is sure that he has no 
faults of his own. On this theory we may 
ascribe mostof the pessimistic utterances 
of the last few years to men of a pharisaical 
turn of mind, and the rest to partisan de- 
nunciation. Every partisan out in the cold 
is necessarily a pessimist. Only by melan- 
choly can he demonstrate his loyalty. 

The fact is we have nothing very serious 
to complain of except defalcations and ex- 
travagance, andthese are skin diseases, 
only skin deep. As long as our multitude 
of toilers observe the Decalogue it does not 
much matter what bank cashiers and 
Bethany Sunday-school superintendents 
do. The popular will moves slowly, but it 
always moves surely and healthily. There 
is a mote in the eye of the body politic, but 
the beam is in the eye of the pessimist.

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THEY WILL NOT FIGHT. 


If it is true, as reported from Swansea, 
that American agents are in Wales offer- 
ing to engage 30,000 tin-plate workers for 
American mills at an advance of 50 per 
cent in wages, the fact would indicate that 
our galvanized iron men really intend to 
fulfill their contract and turn out one- 
fourth of the tin-plate used in this coun- 
try in each of the six years from June 30, 
1891, to June 30, 1897. 

The Welsh-manufacturers, having made 
an extra profit of five or six millions on the 
tin-plate purchased for this country since 
the passage of the McKinley bill, are now 
running on half-time, to avoid glutting 
the market and cutting prices, while the 
Americans are getting ready to import the 
Welsh surplus of tin-plate labor, and to 
enter into a ‘‘combine’’ fixing prices and 
dividing American business with the 
Welsh factories, so that the latter will sell 
us less than formerly but at a much larger 
profit. 

This sort of mutually profitable arrange- 
ment with foreign manufacturers has been 
often made by protected American manu- 
facturers, and the tin schedule of our 
present tariff offers great inducements to 
the alleged nurses of our tin-plate infant 
to pool with the Welsh factories. 

The nurses aforesaid say that a tariff of 70 
per cent will not make tin-plate high 
enough to suitthem. They want it made 
higher for the benefit of their galvanized 
iron trade and their granite iron ware 
monopoly. By making an agreement 
guaranteeing the Welsh a three-fourths 
interest in the American tin-plate market 
they can keep tin-plate above the new 
tariff price and keep their contract 
with MoKInipy also at great 
profit to themselves. The talk 


‘about a great impending fight between 


them and British manufacturers under 
such circumstances is nonsense. Instead 
of making preparations to fight for entire 
possession of the American tin-plate mar- 
ket, they seem to be waiting fora favorable 
arrangement with possible British compet- 
itors before getting ready to put any 
„American tin-plate’’ at all on the mar- 
ket.

TO THE BITTER END. 


The Compressed Yeast Companies En- 
gaged in Another War. 


PRICE OF GOODS OUT FROM 25 TO 10 
CENTS PER POUND. 


No Quarter to Be Given and No Compro- 
mise Propositions to Be Entertained— 
A Fight to the Bitter End All Around 
—What the Belligerents Have to Ssy 
on the War. 


The yeast powder companies of the city are 
in the midst of another big war, about the 
eighth or tenth they have had in the last 
eighteen or twenty years. There are four 
companies, namely, Fleischmann & Co., the 
FermentumCompressed Yeast Co. ,QueenCity- 
Eureka Yeast Co., and the City Bakery Co., 
the last having been recently organized only 
afew months ago by some St. Louis bak- 
ers, who thought the old companies were 


they had been paying a long time 
was 2 cents a pound, but when 
it was raised to 2% cents, they 
complained, and finally withdrew their pat- 

ronage and engaged a Belleville (III.) dis- 

tillery to make yeast for them at 12 centsa 
pound. More was supplied them at this 
price than they could use themselves, and 
they offered the surplus on the open market 
at 20 cents a pound. 

BEGINNING OF HOSTILITIES. 

Whether they cut into the trade of the old 
companies much or not is a question which is 
affirmed on one side and as vigorously denied 
on the other, but however that may have 
been, the Fermentum Co. soon commenced 
Selling yeast at 16 cents a pound, 
and almost before any one knew that 
war had been declared all. of the old 
companies were selling right and left 
at 10 cents a pound in lump yeast and 10 cents 
per dozen boxes in what they call foil yeast, 
the yeast being put up in tin foil cakes, the 
price for the latter having previously been 18 
cents per dozen. The foil yeast was sold to 
grocers and the lump yeast to bakers. From 
present indications the war will last all sum 
mer and all winter, too, for each of the old 
companies declares that it will never com- 
promise, never give up, but fight to the bitter 
end and continue selling at a loss until the 
the enemy lowers its colors. 

NO COMPROMISE, NO QUARTER. 

Jam pretty sure there'll be no compro- 
mise, said Mr. 8. ©. Bayne, the St. Louis 
agent of the Queen City-Eureka Co., in speak- 
ing ofthe matter this morning. The figtt 
is on now, and it will bea case of the sur 
vivalof the fittest. The Fermentum com- 
pany brought on the war by cutting rates 
and tryingto take our customers from us, 
and wehad to reduce prices to save our- 
selves. There is no personal feeling in the 
fight, but itis merely a cold, business con- 
test,and must be kept up until somebody 
givesin. Yes, we are all selling below the 
cost of manufacturing the stuff excepting the 
City Bakers’ Co., and of course are all losing 
money; but so far as the Queen OCity- 
Eureka Yeast Co. is concerned, I think 
we can stand it about as long as either of the 
other companies. Our factories are in Cin- 
cinnati and Chicago, but we have a large de- 
pot here and a big busmess here also a nd ex 
pect to keep it, too. No, there is no differ- 
ence in the manufacture of the yeast we sell. 
It is practically all the same, at least what 
the old companies are selling. Nobody has a 
patent on it. We never had a pool, but we 
nad an understanding as to prices and all 
went along very nicely until the Fermentum 
people began to cut them and you know we 
couldn’t stand that.’’ 

GAME OF FREEZE OUT. 

Mr. George McLaughlin, the manager of 
Fleischmann & Co.’s St. Louis business, calls 
ita game of freeze-out, and says that peace 
will never be declared until the little dogs tn 
the fight bite the dust. ‘‘We have had 
several just such wars, said he, and rath- 
er enjoy them, as we always live through the 
fight, and the other fellow goes to the wall, 
Our last fight was wiih the Alderc, and the 
one before that with the Mound City Distill- 
lery Co., and I don’t know how many others 
we ve had. We couldn't let the Ferment um 
people undersell us, you know, even 
if we had to give the stuf 
away, and 80 we pitched in 
and expect to stay right with them to the 
last. We were not making any money before 
with yeast at 25 cents a pound and of course 
we're losing right along nowin selling at 10 
centsa pound, but it wouldn’t do, you 
know, to show the white feather. Why did 
we raise the price? Why, because the price 
of grain doubled and wehad to advance our 
price a little to come out evenand we added 
5 cents a pound and commenced selling at 2% 
cents, as the other companies did. Some of 
the bakers with small bakeries didn’t like it 
and organized a yeast powder company 
of their own and sold at the old figures, They 
never hurt usany, however, as all of our 
large bakery customers continued taking 
from us and we never did have much compe- 
tition in the foil yeast, the kind on which we 
made our money. Ican’tsay that the Oity 
Bakers’ business affected the Fermentum 
Co. 's or not, but they soon commenced sell- 
ing to their customers at 15 cents and then at 
10 cents, but even then we paid very little 
attention toit untilthey offered their goods 
to our customers, and then we commenced 
cutting ourselves. The fight has been 
on now about a week or ten days as 
far as the foil yeast is concerned and a week 
or so longer as regards the lump yeast. We 
have factories in and near Gincinnatiand at 
Buffalo and three near New York city, seven 
in all, and are well equipped for a long 
fight.’’

TRAVELERS’ TALES. 


Gossip Picked Up in the Hotel Corri- 
dors. 


WHAT VISITORS TO sr. LOUIS ARE TALK- 
ING ABOUT. 


A Gigantic Enterprise Started in the Lake 
Superior Copper Region—The Mail Sub- 
sidy and South American Trade—A 
Good Financial Showing for St. Louis— 
Cornishmen as Miners. 


The most interesting celebration of the 
Fourth of July that I ever was present at, 
said W. OC. Cleary of Las Vegas, N. M., took 
place four years ago at the Oity of Mexico. It 
chanced that a number of commercial travel- 
ers, superintendents of mines, and railroad 
men were at the principal hotel or fonda on 
the evening of July 3, and we determined to 
celebrate the day in a manner that would be 
at once unique and patriotic. We set 
out on an expedition among the 
shops, and finally succeeded in dis- 
covering a lot of fire crackers, which 
we purchased. On the afternoon of the 
Fourth the whole party, about twenty strong, 
went out to the foot of the mountain on 
which Chapultepec is located. We walked 
up the precipitous road, firing crackers as 
we went, and when we reached the top iet 
off two or three packs at once. We then 
went to the Belem Gate, where the same 
performance was gone through with. A 
curious crowd had collected by this time, 
and there were many inquiries as to the 
reason for our peculiar proceedings, as the 
firecracker is a rare thing among the Mex!i- 
cans. When asked what we were doing we 
at first answered that we were simply cele- 
brating our national holiday, but when all 
was over we told our inquisitve Mexican 
lieutenant that we were celebrating the capt- 
ure of Chapultepee and the storming of the 
Belem Gate. This wasrather a risky pro- 
ceeding, as the Mexicans are very sore on the 
subject of the ridiculous defense of their cap- 
ital, and if there had not been a strong party 
of us we would in all probability have been 
mobbed. But nothing happened, although 
we were very careful not to go out at night 
alone for some time afterwards. It was 
rather a foolish thing to do, but we all had 
been in Mexico for some time, and were most 
heartily disgusted with the Greasers.

A GIGANTIC FEAT. 

Last night Otto L. Kraemer, one of the en- 
gineers at the Calumet & Hecia copper dis- 
trict of the Lake Superior region, arrived in 
the city and is at the Southern. We are 
about undertaking one of the most gigantic 
feats ever attempted in the history of 
mining, said he, and the fact 
that men are willing to go to so much 
expense on what is an uncertain: - 
ty, speaks volumes both for American indus- 
try and the faith that geologists have 
in the extent and practical inex- 
haustibility of the Lake Superior copper 
deposits. The laws governing copper mining 
are different from those prevalent in States 
where gold and silver are found. A mine 
owner cannot lay claim tq a mine with all its 
dips, spens and angles, but is confined to the 
side lines of his property. The company 
with which Iam connected has made careful 
investigations, and work has been com- 
menoed on a shaft to strike the Calumet & 
Hecla vein. This seems simple enough but 
its difficulty becomes apparent when 
it is known that we expect 
to have to sink at least 4,000 feet before the 
vein is reached. This will make the shaft the 
deepest true shaft in the world. The famous 
Virginia City workings are not over 3,300 feet 
deep, and these have always been regarded 
as marvels by mining men. But in the case 
of the Virginia City shaft no such gigantic 
undertaking was contemplated when opera- 
tions were commenced, the workings simply 
following the ore. In the copper shaft no 
return is expected until a greater depth is 
reached than the extreme touched 
by the Virginia City mines. We hope by bet- 
ter ventilating facilities and by the more 
favorable character of the rock, to avoid the 
excessive heat that has made the Comstock 
levels so expensive and difficult to operate. 
But the whole scheme may resuit in a dead 
loss, as we may not be able to strike the vein. 
Amore daring enterprise has seldom been 
undertaken.’’ 


MOBILE STEAMSHIP LINES. 

The subsidy to mail lines to South and 
Central America, for which appropriations 
were made by the last Congress, said L. C. 
Irwine of the Commercial Club of Mobile, 
Ala., is a matter in which the Southern 
ports, especially Mobile and New Orleans, are 
deeply interested. Ican speak for Mobile 
and say that we are making every effort to 
secure a fair proportion of the subsidy. We 
have already two steamship lines that touch 
Central American and West Indian 
ports, but the trade has not been 
sufficient to justify many steamers being put 
upon the routes, or frequent trips being 
made. With a mail subsidy things will bear 
a different aspect. The merchants of Mobile 
believe that a great trade can be built up, 
and are ready to subscribe largely toa fund 
to ald the steamship lines in placing several 
additional vessels in commission. e steam- 
ship owners are ready to do their share, and | 
have already made contracts to purchase 
several fine vessels, conditional upon a 
proper distribution of the appropriation 
being made. It should be understood 
that the object of the new lines is not so 
much to carrythe mails expeditiously be- 
tween the large ports as to touch at a variety 
of smaller towns which have collectively 
great trade possibilities, and with which the 
United States has no direct communication. 
There are a number of ports that are not 
directly connected with any foreign country, 
the supplies used having to undergo the ex- 
pensive process of transshipment, and con- 
sequently the tradeistrifing. With a line 
running direct to an American 
port, and with proper facilities 
for export and import without excessive 
handling, this trade, which is now trifling, 
can be built up very fast. The subsidy is 
only needed as a starter, for with trade once 
established the steamship lines will be far 
more than self supporting. St. Louis is 
deeply interested in this, as it will be the base 
of supplies for both Mobile and New Or- 
leans.’ 


CORNISH MINERS. 

‘‘While we who operate in the mining 
regions have little trouble with trade unions 
and labor organizations,’’ said L. Presley of 
Aspen, Colo., who is at the Lindell, ‘*it is by 
no means an easy thing to manage our 
miners. I went out to Colorado with the in 
tention of employing Onmiy the best miners 
and ir tnem | Wages, but I soon saw 
that this policy would notanswer, The best 
men for general work, certainly the best 
when any overhead work has to 
be * are the Oornishmen.

MUNICIPAL EXPENDITURES. 


G. R. Benton, special agent of the Census 
Bureau, who is spending à few days in the 
city, in speaking of the work done by the 
bureau, sald: ‘‘One ofthe most interesting 
features of the census is that concerning the 
receipts and expenditures-of the 100 principal 
cities in the country. The fipancial transac- 
tions of the principal cities of the United 
States have attracted much attention of late 
years both at home and abroad, but this ts 
the first successful attempt to classify and 
balance the financial transactions of so large 
a number of such cities. Few who have in- 
vestigated the subject have an idea of the 
difficulties encountered in every step of 
this inquiry. in nearly every case 
elaborate correspondence has been neces- 
sary, and in many instances a personal visit 
by a special agent ot the Census Office was 
required in order to obtain the data. 
As there are 443 Cities in the United States 
hauing a population of 8,000 or upward, the 
total annual ordinary expenditure of about 
$235,000,000 is far from the total of the mu- 
nicipal expenses. There are fourteen cities 
of the first class, that is those contain- 
ing more than 200,000 inhabitants, and the 
average expense of administration per capita 
amounts to $15.98. New York leads the list, 
with expenses amounting to $23.89 to an in- 
habitant, and Boston is nearly as extrava- 
gant, expenaing $23.74. St. Louis stands very 
well, running its municipal government at a 
cost of $11.12 per head, very considerably be- 
low the average. The ordinary expenditures, 
including everything, are $6,205,440, and the 
receipts, including cash on hand at the be- 
ginning of the year, are $11,110,800. This shows 
the city to be in an excellent financial condi- 
ion.’’

The trouble 
started sometime ago, when it was under- 
stood that the Newstead Avenue Railway Co.

In 
St he found a voluntary agreement whereby 
the company was to grade Newstead avenue. 

traightway he wrote to the Mayor and asked 
for an opinion from City Counselor Marshall 
ms to whether the city could hold the com- 
pany tothis agreement after it had aban- 
doned the project. Mr. Marshall 
promptly rendered a written opin- 
ion that the agreement was still 
good and that if the company would 
not do the work the city could and then 
charge the cost up against the sureties on the 
company’s bond. Maj. Murphy rejoiced 
duly over this opinion and congratulated 
himself and his General Superintendent over 
getting a long street graded ati no expense 
to the city. All went gaily and smoothly 
until yesterday, and now the whole thing 


‘is stopped. Maj. Murphy drafted two letters, 


to be sent to those interested inthe company, 
informing them that if they did not grade the 
street the city would dosoat their expense. 
These letters he sent to President Bur- 
net to sign and send as President of 
the Board. Mr. Burnet went to 
Mr. Marshall and found that the 
opinion was all correct, yet he did {not feel 
easy. He hunted out Mr. Majors and found, 
much to his surprise, that on the street in 
question there were no grade lines estab- 
lished, and that Maj. Murphy had very nearly 
put him in the position of ordering the com- 
pany to perform an engineering impossi- 
bility. Mr. Burnet refused to sign the letters, 
and now Newstead avenue will not be graded 
until thej city, by ordinances, establishes 
lines to grade it too. 


Gilbert Gete a Set Back. 


Commissioner Gilbert got a sort of set back 
yesterday afternoon on his junk shop plan 
by attempting to have an ordinance drawn 
to establish a central place for the collection 
of refuse material. When Mr. Gilbert be- 
came Supply Commissioner he found that 
the Water Department kept its old iron 
in one place, the Fire Department kept its 
old hose in another and so on down through 
the entire list of institutions. He thought it 
would be a good idea to have all this old stuff 
collected in one place and then at proper 
intervals sold at auction to the highest bid- 
der. Heletthe idea work until yesterday 
when he decided to make a move. He sent 
for Assistant City Attorney Macklin, and 
asked him to draw up an ordinance to estab- 
lish a junk shop and to authorize the Supply 
Commissioner to appoint a custodian 
of junk at specific wages. Mr. Mack 
lin set about complying with the 
request of Mr. Gilbert when he 
ran across an ordinance which brought 
himto a standstill. The ordinance starts 
out, The Commissioner of Supplies shall, 
when directed by the Comptroller, advertise 
inthe newspapers doing the city printing, 
for at least three days, for proposals for the 
purohase of all surplus , condemned, or other 
refuse property * * * ”’ 

This simply stoppedthe whole show, and 
leaves the matter in the hands of the Comp- 
troller, A compromise was made, however, 
andan Ordinance will be drawn allowing 
Mr. @ilbert to start his refuse shop, leaving 
however, the authority tosell in the hands

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Letter-Carriers’ Tribute to the Memory 
of Their Friend. 


UNVEILING CEREMONIES AT ASTOR 
PLACE TO-DAY. 


Soldiers’ Monument in Tioga County, New 
York—OCol. Parkerson's Oration at 
Bloomington, Tl.—The Blue and Gray 
at Sedalia—Other Celebrations of 
America’s Natal Day. 


New York, July 4.—The monument erected 
asatestimonial from the letter-carriers of 
the country to the late Congressman Samuel 
S. Cox, who was a great friend of the Post- 
office employes and rendered them great 
service during his political career, was 
formally unveiled today with appropriate cer- 
emonies. The statue is of bronze and stands 
in Astor place. It represents subscriptions 
from every State inthe Union. It is 9 feet 
high and stands on a pedestal 12 feet in 
height. The deceased statesman is repre- 
sented as in the act of speaking in Congress, 
his eyeon the speaker, bis hand raised and 
his index finger extended, while his left arm 
hangs by his side. The position is from a 
photograph taken while Mr. Cox was making 
His speech in Congress advocating the eight- 
hour day for post-office employes. Three 
thousand letter carriers in 
line. Postmaster Van Cott 
city and Postmaster Collins 
Brooklyn led their respective divisions, 
There were delegates from Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn, Buffalo, Albany, Syracuse, Roch- 
ester, Boston, Hartford, Detroit, Troy, Mem- 
phis, Washington, Baltimore and other 
cities.

LUCY HOOPER TELLS OF WALES’ MISCON- 
DUCT IN THE GAY CAPITAL. 


Engiand’s Prince a Regular Attendant at 
the Bal Mabille—His Notorious Intrigue 
With an Actress—He Throws Her 6 
Kiss in His Wife's Presence. 


Paris, June 17,—I wonder ff, in his long and 
rather adventurous life, the Prince of Wales 
has ever before filled so large a space in pub- 
lic contemplation. The universal blame 
wherewith this latest scandal connected with 
his name has been greeted must have been 
something of a surprise to him. He has here- 
tofore been treated asthe spoiled darling of 
the British nation ana, indeed, of the world 
at large. Wfatever he did (and he is by no 
means at his first escapade) he could do no 
wrong in the eyes of his future 
subjects, The press spared him 
wholly. Even the most radical of 
the English papers, or the most scandalous 
of London society journals, refraimed with a 
real forbearance from holding up the future 
Sovereign’s faults and follies to public repro- 
bation. 

And for this forbearance there was a singu- 
lar reason, and one not altogether creditable 
to the boasted nobility of the British people. 
Our English cousins pride themselves upon 
their piety and purity, but I fear that for 
their vainglorious boasting on such points, 
there is but little foundation. Their rule in 
such matters consists, not in the ex- 
acting from their leading personages 
a strict adherence tothe laws of cleanliness 
and decency in life and in manners, but in ig- 
noring ail facts that go to prove that their 
social or political leaders are not models of 
virtue. They shut their eyes and then im- 
agine that everyone else is in the dark. The 
English press, however scurallous, has never 
been permitted by the stress of public 
opinion tosimply tell the truth about the 
private life of the Prince of Wales. Some 
years ago there appeared in a London 
society paper a caricature representing 
the Prince of Wales as Hamiet, and 
the specter of George IV. as the ghost of 
Hamlet’s father beckoning onward his 
grand nephew, who replies: 60 on, I'll fol- 
low thee!’’ 

THE ARTIST EXILED.

WON THE PULITZER PRIZES. 


Twelve College Scholarships Awarded to 
| Public School Boys. 

New York, July 3.—At a meeting of the 
male principals of grammar schools of the 
eity ot New York, held early in the present 
year, City Supt. Jasper announced that -Mr. 
Joseph Pulitzer had again offered to the 
pupils of the public schools twelve scholar- 
ships of $250 per annum each to continue for 
five years, and in March last a circular was 
issued to and read in the male grammar de- 
partments giving full information concerning 
these scholarships. 

The purpose of the donor was twofold—to 
give to some boys of the public schools a 
chance to secure a collegiate education, who 
would not be able, without assistance, to se- 
cure it; and by placing the prospect of such 
a prize before others, to encourage them to 
renewed efforts to improve the time spent by 
them in the public schools. 

To carry out most fully this purpose the 
following conditions, among others, were 
established: 

‘The Pulitzer public school scholarships 
shall be open to competition on the part of 
any boy in good bodily health who shall have 
been a pupil of the public schools of the city 
of New York for the three years immediately 
preceding the examination for determining 
the awards of scholarships, and who shall 
present to the Committee on Award a certifi- 
cate from the principal of his school, stating 
that the applicant has been faithful, studious 
and orderly in the performance of his duties, 
and is, so far as the knowledge and informa- 
tion ot the principal extend, in such needy 
circumstances that he could not enter college 
without such assistance. N

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Goddard and Choynski Are Not in His 
Class.

1% Prof. James Corbett has received about 
as large an amount of advertising in as small 
an amount of achievements as any pugilist 
who has ever stood in the ring. He does not 
carry his prize ring fame welleither, It has 
swelled the young Californian’s head toa 
wonderful extent, but not enough to 
make him engage in another fight. 
The Melbourne Athlethie Club has 
offered a purse of $5,000for Corbett to meet 
the winner of the Joe Goddard-Choynski con- 
test. When Corbett was asked at Denver 
whether he would accept the offer, he replied 
that the amount was not sufficient, as he 
could make more on the minstrel stage, and 
besides neither of the men were in his class 
and he would therefore pay no attention to 
the offer. Now $5,000is a larger purse than 
Corbett’s record would entitle him to 
receive, still if he can find athietic 
clubs foolish enough to offer him 
more or he can do better on the minstrel 
stage he is warranted in refusing the offer on 
the ground that it is insufficient. When,how- 
ever, he says he will pay no attention to the 
challenge because neither ofthe men are in 
his class, Gentleman Jim’’ shows conclus- 
ively to what magnificent proportions his 
head has swollen. He met Choynski when 
the latter, who is a few years his junior, was 
a mere boy, yet he had a hard time winning 
the fight, despite his aduantage 
in height and reach, and the 
fact that Choynski broke his hand 
in the contest. Since then Choynski 
has improved wonderfully. He is a skillful 
boxer, though not Corbett’s equal in that re- 
spect, but he is a much harder hitter than 
the ex-bank clerk, and if the men were to 
meet again it is very doubtful whether 
Choynski would not turn the tables on his 
conqueror in early youth, Goddard whipped 
Choynski in four rounds the last time they 
met, and Choynski did not have a broken 
hand either. It is also claimed that when the 
Barriers champion met Peter Jackson 
in an eight-round set-to he would have 
knocked out the colored man if the contest 
had lasted a few more rounds, whereas Cor- 
bett had over four hours in which to whip 
Jackson, and the best he succeeded in doing 
was to make the contest a draw. Judging 
from the battles of Goddard with Jackson 
Choynski and Corbett with the same two men 
the Barriers champion is not in the Cali- 
fornian’s class. He is two or three grades 
above him. Should Goddard make as good a 
showing in his coming encounter with 
Choynski as he did in his last itis almost a 
certainty that Corbett would stand no 
show with the hard-hitting man from the 
Barriers. If Choyniski whips Goddard he can 
probably also whip Corbett. The latterisa 
skillful and pretty boxer but cannot hit hard 
and is not a fighter of the highest class by 
any means. Hisonly battles have been those 
with Choynski when Corbett was a young 
man and his antagonist a mere boy and his 
contest with Jackson. Corbett has bested 
Jake Kilrain, a very slow man, in a six-round 
contest of scientific boxing, which by no 
means indicates that he can whip the Balti- 
morean, and also outboxed in a few scientific 
rounds Dominick McCaffrey, a newspaper 
fighter, who is celebrated only as 
a leser of battles, Now this 
is Corbett’s recordin the ring, and on the 
Strength of it he classes himself as a world’s 
champion and speaks contemptuously of 
such men as Goddard and Choynski, who 
have engaged in numerous battles and have 
always fought gamely and well. Corbett has 
not made a fight since his draw with Jackson. 
He has refused to meet the negro again, 
despite the latter’s concessions to him, and 
he has refused to meet Slavin. The Califor- 
nian is traveling over the country exhibiting 
himself as a great fighter and telling about 
how at the end of a year he will fight any 
man in the world. His theatrical 
engagement will be over by that time, but 
unless he does more than bragging the Amer - 
ican people are apt to weakenon him and 
cease to patronize him. Corbett is a man 
who could have made himself a pugilistic 
idol, aud is a fighter who started out with 
the best wishes of all, but he has proved him- 
self to be anything but a game man and his 
constant bragging is disgusting everybody 
with him. He should stop belittling other 
pugilists and prove that he himself is a 
fighter by meeting and whipping some good 
man.

BOILED TO DEATH.

Horrible Fate of John Million at the 
East Side Stock Yards, 


HE FELL INTO A VAT AND WAS FATALLY 
SCALDED. 


His Fellow Laborers Rescued Him but He 
Died at the Hospital at Midnight—How 
the Fourth Was Celebrated—Annie 
Seidel’s Case Dismissed—News From 
Belleville. 


John Million, a laborer, was literally boiled 
to death in East St. Louis last evening. He 
fell into a vat of boiling meat at the National 
Stock Yards Beef Cannery, and was scalded 
so that he died during the night. Million was 
employed to watch and stira vatatthe can- 
nery in which hugh chunks of meat are bolled 
to separate,the flesh from the bohe. While 


stirring the contents of the vat late yester- | 


day afternoon he slipped and fell into it. 
Other workmen saw him fall in and hastened 
to pull him out. He was in the vat only a few 
moments, but the water was boiling hot, and 
in an instant he was literally parboiled from 
the top of his head to the soles of his feet. His 
fellow-workman pulled him out alive, but 
his sufferings were only prolonged thereby. 
He was removed to St. Mary’s Hospital, 
where he died at midnight, after suffering 
terrible agony for hours. Coroner Woods 
held an inquest to-day,the jury finding a ver- 
dict of accidental death. Million lived on 
First street, near St. Clair avenue. He was 
50 years old, and hada family. Thg body will 
be buried at Belleville, where the family for- 
merly lived.

LITTLE Rock, Ark., July 4.—The Supreme 
Court rendered a decision to-day which will 
considerably delay the building of the pro- 
posed free bridge over the Arkansas River at 
this point. An injunction to prevent the 
building of the bridge was denied by the 
lower courts but the Supreme Court now re- 
verses that decisionand grants the injunc- 
tion.
